His attacks hav e increased in 
intensity .

He noted 
that in those day s he was mostly 
concerned with problems of eco­ 
nom ics, the armed serv ices and 
g ov ernment departments. 
He said it was only after he 
went to the SACB, and learned of 
hardships suffered

It has been respo nsible fo r inv asio ns and 
co nquests o n the o ne hand and fo r trem en­ 
do us migratio ns—such as to the New Wo rld 
in the past three centuries—o n the o ther. 
Euro pe is still plagued by the pro blem o f 
areas where there is to o little industry to 
pro v ide jo bs and to o little tillable land to 
pro v ide fo o d. That leav es millio ns facing a 
dispiriting, jo bless future.

It has recruited Dutch farm ers fo r Chile’s 
dairy industry needs; Italians fo r Brazil’s 
new cleared-jungle cro plands; and Greeks 
fo r Australian farmers. It w as ev er} able to 
help New' Zealand, which has a prepo nder­ 
ance o f men, by sending 1.000 co m ely 
Austrian m aids to wo rk in the t e x tile 
m ills, at least until they fo und their man.

For about 
a year and a half little was heard 
of Cain.

His attacks have increased in 
intensity.

advisers, accusing them of keep­

Speaking to visitors at the Ohio 
Agricultural Experiment Station's 
Beef Cattle Day in Wooster, Smith 
predicted prices for the

Summer. 
Intermediate 
and

grades, he said, may hit competi­ 
tion from range cattie. 
The 
supply 
of 
intermediate 
and lower grades is expected to 
be large, and there may be lit­ 
tle change in prices from those 
of the same period 
last 
year. 
However, drought could cause a 
wide variation in numbers going 
lo market, Smith pointed out. 
The agricultural economist pre 
dieted prices of feeder cattle may 
be a little lower than last year — 
perhaps $1 to S3 a hundredweight 
lower. The demand may be some 
what weaker, he said, but the sup-

Complete liquid fertilizers,

says Earl Jones, Ohio Stale Uni­ 
versity extension agronomist. 
Jones bases this statement on 
liquid fertilizer test 
results 
in 
Ohio and Indiana. To be as ef­ 
fective as dry fertilizers, Jones 
says, liquid fertilizers must be 
applied at a rate that will sup­ 
ply the sam e amount of 
plant 
nutrients, and they should be ap­ 
plied to the soil rather than the 
foliage of the crop. 
Liquid n i t r o g e n fertilizers 
which carry some volatile am ­ 
monia must be placed I 
to 6 
inches deep, Jones explains, to 
prevent loss of nitrogen. 
Other 
liquid fertilizers may be put eith 
er in the soil or on the soil sur­ 
face.
